Disastrous Growing Season Has Div- 


en Effect on Grower, Dealer 


and Labor, 


JanesvHle tobacco dealers are al- 
ready beginning to take cognizance 
of the results to follow 
one of 
the 
worst seasons of tobacco weather in a 
score of years. Although somewhat 
dire results, more or less, must pre- 
vail, local tobacco men go on record 
as not intimating a pessimistic out- 
look for the winter warehouse hand- 
ling, not alone from their 
personal 
outlook, but from the growers and 
also from 
the great 'army of labor 
which found employment during the 
warehouse handling season. 
Pew crops of Wisconsin's estimated 
thirty-five to forty thousand planted 
acres escaped the disastrous growing 
season of winds, torrential rains and 
hail. A conservative estimate at this 
early date says that only about 20 per- 
cent of the crop will be of best qual- 
ity, this being that portion which was 
siiedded early, previous to the heavy 
hail of several weeks ago. The re- 
mainder of the crop will not be fair, 
as what portion was not hail cut, was 
'twisted and broken by the heavy 
winds, some instances showing acre 
after acre beaten almost fiat to the 
ground, with, the leaves in very bad 
condition. 
Wisconsin's 
loss 
will 
probaWy 
mount into the millions. 
Shed burn 
at the -present time has to be contend- 
ed with. The wet -weather is also 
proving a disadvantage, advancing 
the stages of both shed burn and poll 
rot. Both later conditions are induc- 
ive to black rot at the time of pack- 
ing. In some 
sections, to 
preserve 
the shedded leaf as much as possible, 
growers have been building flres in 
their Fheds. 


With the continuation of the present 
wealher. that 
portion, of the crop 
which was only slightly damaged, has 
small chance to be rendered to a fair 
condition, which was 
possible had 


•\varm weather directly following the 
cutting. It is almost worthless now 
while otherwise it could have been 
made fairly good leaf.

THE BALKAN CLOUDS. 


Always the stormy Petrel of Europe 
the Balkan states are again a serious 
problem. 
With Serbia in open sup- 


port of 
the allies, Greece and Ru- 


mania promising aid, and Bulgaria 
calling its reserves into the field, os- 
tensibly for the Teutonic combine,

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MILITARY DRILL IS 


ESSENTIAL FEATURE 


George W. Bhrler, C. E., Professor and 


Director o£ Physical Education, 


University of Wisconsin. 


Forward. The 
writer 
was 
a 
member ot a boys' military company 
at tbe age of thirteen. He was a ca- 
det, drilling daily, for three years and 
an instructor for one year at the 
Pennsylvania Military 
college. 
For 
two summers he conducted a boys' 
mililary company at Lake Chautau- 
qua Assembly. For five years he has 
.served the University of Wisconsin 
where mililary drill js required twice 
a week of all male students for two 
year?. 


"He Prepared," the Scout watch- 
word, should become the watchword 
of the nation. The cry of the extreme 
pacifist, 
that "Preparedness" 
means 
ihe development of the spirit of ag- 
gression and leads directly to war, is 
as false as the idea that Uie boy who 
learns to box and wrestle or to play 
football thereby becomes inevitably a 
braggart and a bully; and the con- 
verse, that "Unpreparedness," nation- 
al "out of condition," will be a. pro- 
tection against the bully of the world, 
is equally fallacious. 
In. the warfare 
of the evil upon the good there is no 
consideration given upon the basis 
either of sex. age or physical condi- 
tion. The bully fears and avoids the 
man of real power. 
He dominates 
and terrorizes the weak. 


Influential and prominent advocates 
of preparedness, carried away 
by 
their feelings and influenced by the 
superficial and concrete, propose to 
introduce military drill into all public 
schools and colleges as the chief 
means of preparing growing boys and 
youth for possible future military ser- 
vice. 
Almost without exception they 
back tip the suggestion with the argu- 
ment that such drill will also be valu- 
able as physical education. By mili- 
tary drill these advocates mean infan- 
try drill tactics—marching and the 
inantial of arms. These are essentials 
in the school of the soldier but they 
are only of minor importance. Tney 
can be thoroughly 
learned, for all 
practical military purposes, by any 
bright, boy strong enough to handle 
a toy gun. in less than a month. From 
the standpoint of physical education, 
their value on the one hand is not 
only negligible, for the same physical 
results that are of any value at all 
ciin be secured in better ways: but 
on the othsr hand, 
the formal, re- 
stricted movements of the manual of 
arms, combined with 
the relatively 
lone periods of holding the rifle in one 
position while drilling at company or 
regimental evolutions, are positively 
injurious to the growing and develop- 
ing boy. 


Military "drill" is a sound deaden- 


ing, 
enthusiasm killing, contempt de- 
veloping treadmill. Tt is worse than 
gymnastic "drill." Primarily military 
marching should be but 
for 
the 
method for large bodies of people of 
going to and from work in the most 
expeditious manner 
with the least 
confusion and effort. 
The manual of 
arms is only a method of shifting the 
rifle from one uncomfortable position 
to another except 
for certain cere- 
monial movements. 
Preparedness involves on the'one 
hand material things—arms, muni- 
tions, fortifications and all that thev 
imply. On the other hand, and of in- 
finitely greater importance, is 
the 


"man 
behinu tbe gun." Preparedness 
on his part Involves the acquisition 
of military technique, the art and sci- 
ence of the soldier—eventually but 
primarily and fundamentally of vastly 
greater significance, the possession of 
vitality, endurance, integrity of struc- 
ture and function of every 
organ 
alertness, bodily skill, self-control, 
nardihood, courage, in other -words, 
The fullest development of the physi' 
cui. mental and emotional powers, the 
result of real physical education. 


If we think of military prepared- 
Ross in these terms, then without 
rtotibt military training should begin 
•v-ith the beginning of school life. Let 
i'.« nol confound drill swith training 
Tun- substitute 
"military drill" 
for 
niiysioal education. Let us profit by 
the example of other nations and peo- 
i>ips who in similar but not less war- 
I'se time? as well as in our own day 
realized that 
physical ' efficiency at 


maturity "-;ts a matter of breeding and 
i rain ins throuehotit the growing and 
dnvMnpini: 
perio'.l — childhood 
and 
youth. 
* In thf curriculum of primitive man 
pnvsical "ili'carion went hand in hand 
with 
vocational training. Skill of 
boclv. strength, fearlessness, courage, 
hardihood, endurance were 
definite 
ob.ieris of svstematic methods of edu- 
cation. Father and grandfather were 
the boy's teachers and from his earli- 
est years constant attention was paid 
to runnini?. jumping, swimming, rid- 
ing, wrestling, throwing and shooting, 
together with "hardening" 
practices 
including daily bathing in cold water, 
sleeping without shelter, going with- 
out food. 


Among the Athenians in the golden 
age of Greece, nearly half the time 
of the boy in school from his sixth 
to his eighteenth year was given to 
various forms of physical activity 
with the definite aim of physical edu- 
cation—running, 
leaping, 
wrestling, 


boxing, 
driving. 
riding. 
throwing, 
shooting, 
fencing. 
Not 
until 
his 
eighteenth year was he required to 
begin military drill and to learn mili- 
tary technique and two years sufficed 
to make a warrior of him. 


In our day little Switzerland has 
learned the lesson of having her en- 
tire male population trained to a high 
degree of physical efficiency, fit as 
warriors, yet without militarism and 
•without in any way detracting from 
ar interfering ivith the course of ele- 
mentary, secondary, or higher educa- 
tion or turning her schools and uni- 
versities into military academies. 
Education is compulsory up to fif- 
teen and systematic physical training 


, forms a large part of the cirriculum 
in all scnools from 
the 
beginning. 
From eleven to sixteen a boy mav 
join a volunteer cadet coi-ps in'which 
the chief activity is shooting at a tar- 
get -with a real rifle. From sixteen to 
twenty he may join a volunteer mili- 
tary organization in which the chief 
emphasis is placed upon gymnastics 
and shooting. 
At twenty he 
must 
take his examination for" the armv 
•medical, literary, gymnastic, runni'ng 
The unfit, are rejected and he must 
pay a special tax. 


The inadequacy of "military drill" 
as a means of physical education is 
emphasized by the example of West 
Point and Annapolis where systems 
of physical exercise of a most vigor- 
ous sort are required of all cadets 
throughout their four years ot train- 
ing-Happy the day -when wisdom pre- 
vails in the halls of congress and state 
legislatures and -we see a military pol- 
icy adopted based upon preparedness 
of America's boys and girls and en- 
forced in every educational institu- 
tion in the land. 
With more time given every day— 
not less than one hour, to fundamen- 
tal education—vigorous physical ac- 
tivity, including athletics and tames 
of every sort, supplemented by formal 
gymnastics where necessary, and less 
time to the fads and frills of literary 
l raining, children and youth will be 
healthier and happier, school dis- 
eases-will disappear, moral training 
In daily conduct 
becomes possible

SWEDEN'S STOPPING 
EXPORTING OF FOOD 


HITS GERMANY HARD 


Sweden Has Been a Food Supply to the 


Germany Since War Started—New 


Law Made to Protect Sweden. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRl-IfiS.l 


Stockholm, Sweden, Sept. 2S.V-The 
action of the Swedish government in 
prohibiting the export of all 
meat, 
canned goods and live stock, which 
became operative last, week, means the 
practical loss to Germany of Sweden 
as a source of food supply. 
Certain 
minor exceptions will exist, the most 
important of which is fish; and pork 
and bacon can still be exported under 
special licenses; but the order is as 
absolute and inflexible as possible un- 
der the circumstances and 
Sweden's 
export of trade in food is for the time 
being, and probably as long as tbe war 
lasts, almost completely at.an end. 
Although it has been common know- 
ledge that German has been substan- 
tially helped by Sweden in the matter 
of food, the extent of this help has 
| only been revealed by fragmentary 
I figures which are now available. 
The 
prohibitory order has been for a long 


i time delayed by a desire expressed by 
i the government to 
first count 
the 


i amount of stock on hand in Sweden. 
! and determine whether It had actually 


I fallen low enough to .make the. prohi- 
bition imperative. The results of this 
investigation are startling.' 
Amount Exported. 


During the' first year 
of the

1162,000 catle have been exported, prac- 
: tically the whole stock going to Ger- 
many. This is fully a BOO per cent in- 


I crease over the ordinary export before 
the war. During the same length of 
time 500,000 hogs, alive or slaughtered, 
have been sent out of Sweden to for- 
eign markets, although in this case'a 
large percentage has gone to England. 
The counting of stock 
showed that 
whereas Sweden was expected to have 
for home consumption 1^400,000 hogs, 
she now has on hand less than half 
this number. The alarming 
scarcity 
of provisions shown by the investiga- 
tion, together with the popular outcrv 
against the high prices which actually 
placed the common necessities of life 
beyond the reach of the poor consum- 
er, resulted in the order 
prohibiting 
further export. It is thought that this 
order will soon be extended to all food 
Soon after the outbreak of the war 
thousands of German buyers swarmed 
into Sweden, who did what they could 
even in the smallest villages, to buy up 
"" available, meat 
and 
vegetables. 


now fifty cents for twenty, year ago 
twenty-five cents. Beef now seventy- 
five cents, formerly thirty cents. 
It appears from this increase of 100 
per cent that food prices are at pres- 
ent higher in Sweden than in any 
country in Europe. . • . 


NEW COUNTRY PALACE 


FOR CROWN PRINCE .DONE. 


[BY ASSOCIATED mESS.] 


Berlin, 
Sept. 
28.—The 
splendid 
country 
residence 
for the 
Crown 
Prince on the .fungferuses, 
a 
broad 
arm of the Havel afPotsdain, has now 
been completed in the rough and will 
be ready 
for' occupancy by next 
spring. The erection of the palace 
was rendered necessary, it is explain- 
ed, by reason of .the increase in. the 
Prince's family. The 
Emperor sup- 
plied the m,oney for building it, and 
it will remain the 
property of the 
Crown, to become .the residence of 
future Crown Princes. 
The 
palace • is 
really a group o£ 
buildings centering upon not less than 
five courts and covering about 12,000 
square yards. There are apartments 
for the Crown Prince himself, then 
for the Crown Princess and children; 
others for the officials of his court, 
and still others for the servents. Not 
.less than four approaches for vehicles 
will be made—one for members of the 
royal family, 
which 
leads into the 
court of honor, a second for guests 
and the court officials, a third for the 
children of. the royal 
couple, and a. 


I fourth for trades people-and servants. 
The buildings will be surrounuded by 
spacious grounds, partly 
terraced; 
there 
will be two 
so-called rose 
gardens, and these, 
as well aa the 
rest of the establishment, 
will give 
beautiful views over the Havel lakes. 
The buildings are rather low and of 
simple outlines, with high rpofs cover- 
ed with red tiles. The palace will be 
just 
a good modern house, with an 
abundance of room and with modern 
comforts, which are rather scarce In 
the older palaces of Germany. There 
will be, for example,' not less than 
twenty bath rooms. .

by the enormous prices which were of- 
fered by the Germans Food.prices be- 
gan to mount daily and with alarming 
bounds until it was evident that a 
continuance of exports would lead to 
the actual starvation of Sweden.

WAR HAS ROBBED 


SCIENTIFIC WORLD OF 
: 
INDUSTRIAL INVENTIONS.

Manchester, England, Sept. 
28.— i 
Professor Arthur Schuster, a man 
with a German name and born and | 
educated in Germany, presided at the I 
annual meeting here 
of- the British1 


Association, a society that includes in 
its membership all o£ the distinguish- 
ed men of science of Great Britain. 
He 
won 
the 
presidency 
of 
this 
distinguished body against1 an agita- j 
tion by a part of the press. 
But as 
Professor Schuster is at Jewish blood, 
his family were never Prussian sub- 
jects and his'father was a naturalized 
Briton, the agitation did not stir up 
the lay public to any extent, and his 
brother scientists considered him en- 
titled to the honor. 
In 
a • recent interview, Professor 
Schuster said that if the present war 
ended 
in a 
stalemate, 
militarism 
would be fixed on all of Europe and 
science 
would 
be 
turned from its 
legitimate aims for the invention of 
new engines ot destruction. 
He be- 
lieved the drawing of scientists into 
political and commercial life proved 
an evil for Germany. This drew her 
best minds away from pure research. 
While Germany excelled in. working 
out the practical ends of science, the 
great revolution in science did not 
originate in tiiat country, 
"If the war ends in such a way as 
to encourage the nations to believe 
that they will sooner or later be at 
war again," he 
said, "materialistic 
aims, I am afraid, will overshadow the 
idealistic aspects ot science."
